My work tends to explore personal issues brought to the fore by life experiences. 
In attempting to find an expression for these feelings in my work, I hope to also 
address cultural and social issues any viewer can identify with — such as the 
quest for spiritual meaning, dealing with loss, isolation, happiness or the 
discovery of a peaceful place within. 

The MASKS series (of which this is the second piece) explores the human search 
for meaning and renewal. This piece, The Joybringer, is influenced by tribal and 
native American art, while taking the form of a tryptych as well as a prayer rug. 
The melding of such diverse influences and symbols finds its expression in the 
artwork, where questions can be asked and answers sought over and over again.
